(i) The comprehensively assess the environ¬ 
mental and ecoluglcal aspects of the deve¬ 
lopment of the Gandhamardan Bairxite 
deposit , 

(ii) To suggest steps for obviating any adverse 
effect on ecology and environment which 
the imp'cmentation of the bauxite project 
may have ; 

(iii) To review the Environmental Management 
Plan ot the Gandhamardan Bauxite Project 
and suggest measures, if anv. for streng¬ 
thening the same and providing additional 
safeguards in the inters* of ecology and 
environment of the area, and 

(iv) To suggest action to be taken in pursuance 
of the objective of protecting the ecology 
and environment, either jointly or indivi¬ 
dually by all the agencies concerned with 
the project, particularly, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, the State Government and 
Bharat Aluminium Company. 

3. The Committee will adopt such procedure as 
It deems appropriate. It will submit its report in 
two months.
